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Decision Awaited In Case. 


Of Unembalmed Naked Body

COLUMBUS - The State Board of Embalmers and Funeral 
Directors, after a weeks recess, was scheduled to continue 
its investigation of circumstances evolving around the burial 
of an unembaimed body by an Oberlin, Ohio funeral director 

John W. Toland, Secretary of the Board, said they were for- 
ced to postpone the hearing because they were unable to’ 
contact two persons whom wanted to interview before con- 
Cluding the investigation. 

The Board began its investigation two weeks ago after The 
CALL & POST published a front page story of the unem- 
balmed burial and a picture of the naked corpse face down 
in a coffin. 

The funeral director, Richard A, Cowling, admitted that he 
did-not embalm the body of 63 year old Eugene Graves, but

faced down when the body was exhumed from the Oberlin 
Cemetery at the request of his family.

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SURVEY FINDS 


‘School Changes’ 
Prospects Seen 


Bleak and Bright

Can the Columbus school 
system be changed? 

“Vd as soon float the 
Titanic,” was the. wry—eom- 
ment~ot-one observer who 
has had some experience 
with’ school systems. 

Overly. pessimistic? Or 
facing reality? 

A year ago, nearly 2,000 
volunteers devoted time and 
energy to Project UNITE in 
the hopes that change could 
take place in the Columbus 
schools. 

With the passage of a year, 
| attempted in this article to 
look at the Columbus 
Schools to see what are the 
present prospects for change 
and what alternatives are 
now’ being offered. 

'f a debate were to take 
place on whether or not the 
Columbus schools are 
changing, both sides would 
undoubtedly present an ef- 
fective argument. Changes 
are in the planning stages 
and alternatives are being of- 
fered However, most 
students are still unaffected. 
And many questions remain 
as to the depth’ of the plans. 

Just recently, a Project 
UNITE Implementation 
Report was issued by Dr. 
John Ellis, superintendent of 
schools, indicating the 
present-status-of the Project 
UNITE recommendations. 

One Project UNITE task 
group chairman, who had 
devoted a great deal of time 
and effort to the project, gave 
her reaction..to. the report. 
She was satisfied, she said. 
with’ the administration's 
response. in the areas .of 
vocational..and special 
education, but was despon- 
dent about the prospects for 
change in other areas. 

“lt don't blame anyone 
because | know they can't do 
anything without more 
funds,” she said, “‘but-| don't 
think ''d ever do it (par- 
ticipate _in Project _UNITE) 
again.” 

Looking at the report, one 
sees that while many of the 
recommendations —are tisted— 
as “accepted,” it is unclear 
whether they are being im- 
plemented to the extent that 
the task group had in mind. 

For instance, a recom- 
mendation that children be 
given opporttnities to 
Progress at their own rates 
was “accepted,” but com- 
ments on the report refer only 
to its implementation with 
special education students. 
There is no indication as to 
whether or not this recom- 
mendation will ever be im- 
plemented for the total 
schoo! population 

While many 
méndations are listed “as 
“rejected” due to lack of 
funds, some critics point out 
that. funds. could.be_ found 
with a reordering of priorities. 

Two areas which were 
given priority, staff develop- 
ment and buildings, could 
have a possible impact if 
their influence goes deep 
enough. 

Under the 
building program now in 
progress as a result of 
passage of last Fall’s bond 
issue, each school in the 
system will eventually have a 
building committee. No mat- 
ter how small the building 
program is for that particular 
school, the committee will be 
instructed to consider the 
overall program of the school 
before deciding on building 
specifications. 

The ability of these com- 
mittees-to effect change will 
depend on the make-up of 
the committees and the ac- 
tual power that the com- 
mittees are-able to wield. 

Four of the new buildings 
to be constructed have been 
designated as developmental 
learning centers. Set for two 
elementaries and two junior 
highs, these schools will in- 
clude not only the population 
of the communities in which 
they are located but will be 
large enough to act as a 
magnet for those who wish to 
attend from other areas. 

Committees to «plang - 
schools will include people 
from the neighborhood as 
well as the community at 
large. Since the centers are 

to be innovative 
and will be starting with 


recom- 


f 


potential is great. But many 
questions remain 

Will the committee makeup 
be so diverse that the schools 
can only end, up as a com- 
promise, between diverse 
views of education? Why was 
no consideration given to 
bringing together a group of 
people who agreed at the on- 
set of particular goals for a 
school? 

Also, why wait on new 
buildings “whén~ develop: 
mental learning centers could 
be set up in already existing 
schools? Two years ago a 
developmental learning 
center committee was 
set up and developed a 


detailed proposal for such a , 


center, but its plan.was never 
implemented. 

Whilte-there are no 
developmental learning cen- 
ters designated at the high 
school level, the Metropolitan 
Career Center planned for 
the Ft. Hayes area will offer 
one alternative. Under the 
direction of Jack Gibbs, for- 
mer East High principal, the 
Center offers some in- 
teresting possibilities. 

Planners for the Career 
Center envision its Gse for 
pre-professional and college 
courses, as well as vocational 

courses. Working closely 
with the community, the Cen- 
ter_might-inctude™ such ‘ser- 
vices as an on-site dental 
clinic. Programs might be of- 
fered in conjunction with 
retail stores and industry, as 
well as in cooperation with 
OSU. 

As_the Columbus school 
system begins to" offer alter- 
natives, what will be the 
prospects. for students who 
are nat in the immediate 
neighborhood to take ad-- 
vantage of these programs? 

At present, students have 
the option of changing 
schools if the change will im- 
prove the school’s ratio 
belance (toward integration), 
if they wish to take advantage 
of a vocational program not 
available in their school or if 
they have special handicaps 
or—probiems which require 
social programs. In the first 
two instances, students have 
had to use their own steam to 
get to their chosen schools. 

A possible change in the 
transportation policy may 
now be on the horizon. A 
transportation committee has 
been working since last Fall 
to determine how tran- 
sportation can be provided 
for these programs. First 
priority set by the Board was 
transportation for vocational 
programs but the committee 
is also considering what tran- 
sportation can be_provided 
for students transferring to 

improve racial balance. 

Francis Rudy, chairman of 
the committee, said the com- 
mittee's report. will. come 

before the Board within the 
next month. 

A look at present alter- 
natives in Columbus schools 
reveals that federal funding 
has had a part in several of 
them. Ohio State University 


five-year has also played a role in get- 


ting some of the programs 
started. 

Following is a sampling of 
some of the alternatives ‘that 
have come to my attention. It 
is not intended to be com- 
plete but will give some idea 
as to what alternatives the 
Columbus. system presently 
offers. 

On the elementary. level, 
the arts impact program, 
initiated in 1970 at Cranbrook 
and Eastgate schools, has 
gained an enthusiastic 
response within the .school 
system, 

The program aims to. im- 
Prove the “quality of living” 
at the schools by providing a 
varied ‘range of art ex- 
perience for children. A team 
of specialists in dance, 
drama, music and visual arts 
is brought info the schools to 
‘work with students and 
teachers. 

It is felt that the changes 
that are brought about in the 
schoo! atmosphere can lead 
to-significant improvment .in 
‘waming in ail aspects of the 
school’s instructional 
program. 


Convinced of the pro, 


gram’s worth the administra- 
tion expanded it into four 
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schools. - ; 

The_samé success will be 
“More difficult to attain in the 
other schools, however, since 
federal funds available for 
training teachers in the initial 
program are no longer there. 
While Columbus, has com- 
mitted funds for teams of 
specialists at the other 
schools, it cannot maintain 
funds- at the original high 
level. It is hoped, though, that 
the: other schools cam gain 
trom the original schools’ ex- 
periences. 

Another program which 
began with federal funding in 
cooperation with OSU was a 
reading and informal ctass- 
room program “initiated at 
Kent-and Indianola schools. 
Indianola has continued with 
the informal structure, al- 
though federal funding has 
been discontinued. At Kent, 
some teachers kept the in- 
formal structures but many 
retumed to the traditional 
classroom. 

Thurber Elementary school 
has a directive teaching pro- 
ject which began last Fall, in 
cooperation with OSU, where 
the “school’s environment 
(was to be) arranged so that 
students (would) receive 
positive reinforcement for 
their learning.” The program 
is individualized for each stu- 
dent_to_progress_at_his_own- 
tate.The- -school- includes 
students with learning disor- 
ders from outside the 
school's attendance area, as 
well as students from the 
neighborhood. 

A_pilot_program_is_career 
education is being offered in 
11 schools. in the North end 
at both the elementary and 
junior high level. Purpose of 
this program is to help 
students gain a better under- 
standing of various careers 
and a greater respect for the 
dignity of work and the 
worker. Students have a 
chance to watch- workers at 
their jobs. and discuss their 
work with them. 

Federal funds have for 
several years provided ad- 
—ditional—staff-and—programs 
for some inner city schools. 
Of particular note is Project 
SEED (Special Elementary 
Education for Disadvantaged) 
which was begun in Colum- 
bus this year for fourth and 
fifth graders in five. elemen- 
tary. schools. The project 
teaches students advanced 
mathematical concepts 
through a series of activities 
which allow the student to 
discover” the concepts” for 


himself. —— 
Several programs have 


been set up at both the 
elementary and junior high 
levels by the educational 
component of the model 
cities program. At the 
elementary level the program 
has helped to bring about 
such innovations as in- 
dividualized instruction, con- 
tinuous progress, cooperative 
teaching and a recreational 
reading program. It has also 
Provided funds for field trips 
to expose children to the

Cowling, a white funeral director who Eaters to blacks, in- 
sisted that he could not embalm the body without the con- 
sent of the dead man’s family. 

Graves died Dec. 3rd in the Wiggins Nursing Home in 
Oberlin, but his daughter, Mrs. John T. (Mildred) Whitmore, 
said she did not learn of death until Dec. 16. Through her and 
the family insistence, the body was exhumed and sub- 
sequently reinterred in a cemetery near Bedford, a Cleveland 
suburb. F 

Toland, reached at his funeral home in Dover, Ohio, Mon- 
day, said the Board had been unable to complete its in- 
vestigation of the shocking case last week "because there 
are two moré people we must talk with and:-they could not be 
located.”

Council Tables 
Tenant Measure 


The tabling of three amerid- 
ments to the tenant-landiord 
ordinance until! June 25 and 
the approval of the Capital 
Improvement Plan (CIP) 
budget of $309 million high- 
lighted the action of City 
Council Monday night. 

Council increased the 
Proposed monies for the start 
of the Milo-Grogan storm 
sewer project by $3 million, 
appropriating $1 million 
originally proposed—for the 
lower West Side area, $2 
million from unspent 1971°° 
bond—issue. funds, and 
$500,000 from the’: Marion- 
Hamilton sewer project 

Earlier, Milo-Gorgan 
residents had registered con- 
cern at council meeting 
because they had orginally 
been slated with only $1 
million to start their sewerage 
project. As things are now. it 
will take another issue 
for the project to be com- 
pleted 


A resolution is being draf- 
ted~ by Council to set up 
guide lines for the for- 


mulation of the CIP budget. 
One of its provisions will be 
the inclusion of citizen parti- 
cipation in the drafting of CIP 

At the last Council 
meeting. Clarence Lumpkin

arrest and successful convic- 
tion of mail thieves. Infor- 
mation from a citizen will be 
kept in the strictest con- 
fidence if requested. An 
nonymous information is also 
desirable in cases where the 
citizen does not wnat to get 
directly involved, the agents 
advises. 

To. check-cashing mer- 
chants and other businesses, 
the inspectors make the 
following safety measures: 

1. Know your endorser. 

2. Require three items of 
serially numbered identifica- 
tion, but not less than two 
items. 

3. Record the identification 
used on the reverse of the 
check as this information is 
invaluable from an_in- 
‘Véstigative standpoint. - 

4. Consideration should be 
given to initiating check 
cashing courtesy cards at 
your place of. business, 
utilizing a name file with the 


customers signature. Refer to 
the signature file and com- 
pare signatures before 
cashing a check. This 
procedure is feasible even if 
only a small number of 
checks are cashed per 
month. 

5. if you have regiscope 
equipment. use it. 

New techniques have been 
developed whereby an im- 
pression of the customers 
fingerprints can be placed on 
the check. Consideration 
should be given to the use of 
such a technique. 

Merchants should always 
remember that stolen drivers 
licenses and other Yphony 
identifications are used by 
mail thieves and check 
forgers and. be guarded 
against such deceptive 
moves. When reasonable cer- 
tain a check has been stolen, 
merchants afe urged to try to 
detain the thief and phone 
postal inspectors or police.

Farmer Asserts 


Nixon Doesn't Consult 
With Blacks 


By PAUL H. WYCHE JR. 
WASHINGTON -- (NBNS) -- 
Civil rights leadér James 
Farmer, who served for two 
years as Assistant Secretary 
of Health, Education and 
Welfare under President 
Nixon, says that the President 
doesn't consult blacks and 
he painted a rather 
frustrating term under the 
chief executive 

Farmer, a former director of 
the Congress of. Racial 
Equality.sald the man who 
the President consults on 
black affairs -in the White 
House. is a white man, 


Leonard Garment. He ‘said 
the President has no contacts 
with the: black community or 
its leaders 

He also said that he had 
had serious disagreements 
with the administration which 
made it increasingly difficult 
to remain working for 
President Nixon 

Although he .steadfastly 
refused to. criticize the 


President when- he. left_the 


Administration two years ago, 
Farmer was far more candid 
on the television program.

Alexander asked himwhom

“Oh, | am not aware of

“| don't think we have any 
brokers. in. the situation. {It 
seems. that my good friend 
Len Garment is the broker in 
this ‘situation. 

“Now, he's a fine person, 
no, I'm not mocking him at 
all, but | think there-ought to 
be some blacks too, with 
whom. the President consults 

“And while Len Garment is 
a very sympathetic and 
emphatic person, he cannot 
speak for blacks because he 
is not (black.)” 

Farmer also discounted 
reports that the President had 
consulted him on black 
affairs while he was at HEW. 

“He might have consulted 
me, but he didn't,”’ Farmer 
said. “He didn't consult me, 
and | wasn’t.concerned about 
his not having consulted me.

There are many fine colleges and universities within 100 
miles of Columbus. You can drive to anyone of them in less 
than one hour. During the past few years most of these 
schools have been granting ‘scholarships to some of our 
black athletes. 

Many of these athletes from Columbus may be found in 
any one of these institutions, You don't have to be a super 
star to be awarded an athletic scholarship. The smaller 
colleges cannot always afford to give an athlete a full ride. It 
is based on need and the parents may be required to give a 
little financial help. 7 

We visited Ohio Dominican College last week to see this 
fine institution play Wilmington College, Ohio Dominican 
College is a fully accredited, liberal arts, coeducational in- 
stitution. When it was.founded in 1911, it was Known as St. 
Mary of the Springs, a college for women. 

OD became coeducational in 1964 and the present 
student body has approximatély 400 male students of the 
1.000 enrolled from 20 states and 12 foreign countries. The 
name-was-official-changed to Ohio Dominican in 1968. 

Ohio Dominican's participation in intercollegiate 
athletics on a formal basis began with the 1966-67 season. At 
the present time Dominican plays basketball, golf, baseball 
and track.‘n the near future the College will add soccer and 
cross country to the intercollegiate program. 

The Panthers defeated Wilmington College 84-78 last 
week at. St. Charles gymnasium. Dominican's starting five 
scored in the double figures. Bob Hornsburger of West, Ken 
Richardson of Crooksville and Dave Maurer of Wehrie-led 
the attack with 18 points each, Ken Mizelle of East caged 12 
points and Rich Diedalis of Northland .dropped in 10 
Wilmington players scoring in the double figures were Terry 
Thomas 18, Fletcher Yates 17. Ron Coleman 14 and 
McFarland 14 - 

Mizelle, who set a new school season record for assists 
with 131 a few weeks ago, added to his season’s total with 12 
more in the Wilmington contest. Ken kept the pressure on the 
Quakers with his quickness and uncanny passing. Mizelle 
averaged 5.3 points per game last season and has been hitt- 
ing the nets this year fdr a. seven-plus average. Ken's brother, 
Wayne, is also’ an outstanding guard for Ohio Dominican 
junior varsity team. They are sons of Mrs: Mildred Mizelle, 
980 Caldwell Pl. “9 

Bob.Homsburger, 6-3, 180 pound sophomore from West, 
has been a big help ‘to the Panthers this year. He ts an out- 
standing jumper and has been constantly scoring in the 
double figures. He is the son of Mrs. Sarah Hornsburger, 374 
Clarendon Ave. 

Dominican's new coach, Ron Lucas, had only four 
retuming letterman and a fine crop of freshman at the 
beginning of the season. With such a lean: crew-to-_mold a 
team, Lucas ran into some other problems. He couldn't use 
nine of the 22 players who were out for basketball because of 
transfer rules and the academic problems of several others. 

On the plus side of the ledger, Coach Lucas was blessed 
when Ken Richardson returned to Ohio Dominican this fall. 
During the 1970-71 season, Richardson 4ed the Panthers to 
the NAIA District Championship. He averaged 24 points per 
game in 70-71 season. 

For his outstanding performance this year, Richardson 
was named to the NAIA All District 22 team. Other players 
selected were Bruce Bain of Defiance, Phil Hodge, Malone; 
Fletcher Yates; Wilmington; Lee Eck.of Cedarville, Ron Lam- 
bert, Rio Grande; John Brown, Bluffton; Mike Byrd of Central 
State, and Kent Bust of Defiance: 

Coach Lucas believes in a team's playing “control 


man defense. He is a native of Cleveland, and attended 
John Adams High School, where he played in three sports 
He was named “Athlete of the Year” during his Senior year. 
Lucas is also a graduate of Ashland College. He played var- 
sity football and basebell and. was named All-Mid-Ohio Con- 
ference in 1965-66 

For five years, Lucas taught and was head baseball and 
assistant basketball coach at Mt. Vernon High School. In 
1971, Lucas became head ‘basketball coach at Jonathan 
Alder High School, Plain City. His Jonathan Alder team won 
the sectional title. 

Wilmington College had several black players on its 
squad. Fletcher Yates; 6-7;-230--pound.sophomore, is. the 
nephew of Yates, former guard with the University of Cin- 
cinnati. Tony is now the assistant basketball coach at his 
Alma Mater. 7 

The Wilmington Quakers are coached by Dr. John 
Bryant. Dr. Bryant also played with the Bearcats during the 
days of Oscar Robertson. He was the assistant basketball 
coach at Cincinnati, -1968-71. He is Wilmington’s first black 
basketball coach. This is Bryant's second year as basketball 
coach at-Wilmington. He received his master and doctorate 
degrees from the University of Cincinnati. 

Another one of our Columbus black athletes who has 
made good at one of our neighborhood colleges is Pat 
Beasley of Wittenberg. Beasley held the high scoring Mike 
Stumpf of Capital to nine points as the Tigers defeated the 
Crusaders 64-57 to win the Southern Division finals of the 
Ohio Conference Basketball Tournament. 

Pat was an All-Ohio Conference and a Lutheran All- 
American center last season after leading the Tigers-in scor- 
ing for the first time and in rebounding for the third, con- 
secutive season. He averaged 14.4 points a game and grab- 
bed off 265 missed shots. The former Columbus All-City star 
at South High Schoo! joined an-elite group of Tiger All- 
American basketball standouts who have scored over 1,000 
career points. 

During his four years in the pivot, the Tigers have won 
over 75 per cent of the games, including two Ohio Con- 
ference titles. 

Defending national scoring champion Dwight Lamar of 
Southwestern Louisiana continues to hold the voting lead for 
the East. However, a shakeup has occurred among the top 
spots in the West as balloting reaches, the closing point for 
berths on the two senior all-star squads that will battle April 
14 in the second annual Pizza Hut, Basketball Classic. 

, lamar, who has held the No. 1 position for the Red (East) 
team to be coachéd by Ohio State's Fred Taylor since voting 
began in early January, has accumulated 14,117 votes. One 

-of Taylor's outstanding seniors, center Luke Witte, has 
moved into the No. 2 spot in the East with 13,853 to dislodge 
Kentucky's Jim Andrews who fell to fourth place behind 
Olympian Kevin Joyce of South Carolina 

Southern Methodist forward Ruben Triplett has regained 
a bulging lead in voting for the West squad. Triplett, all-

reduce ‘the-number. of chil- 
dren who participate. 

Most received meals which 
the government paid for at 
rates up to-60 cents a meal. 
The regulations last year 
required that one-third of the 
minimum daily nutritional re- 
quirefherits for“éhildren be 
contained in the meals. 

But the reimbursement rate 
is being lowered to 40 cents a 
teal and it can be lower in 
nutrition.

unreasonable reaction,” the 
commission said, and there- 
fore, NBC cannot be used to 
justify the firing of anyone or 
any other disciplinary action. 

The company also required 
prior related: job- experience 
and relied heavily on referrals 
by employees as-a recruiting 
method. 

Just fast month, the same 
company was found guilty of 
discrimination against 
women. Now both cases must 
be settled with a written con- 
ciliation agreement between 
the company and the com- 
plainants.

The 
second, filed in January 1972 
Chatlenged the constitutionality of 
a federal law that requires a 
cooperation agreement between 
housing authorities and 
municipalities before public 
housing can be constructed.

A Geadline of 90 days has been

nation. The verdict brings a ray of 
light that, at long fast, Cleveland 
may be forced to relinquish this ill 
gotten fame. 


High Priority Ordinance 


Often an ill wind blows somebody 
good. This time the beneficiaries 
could be the indigent and tow-in- 
come residents of Cleveland who 
have found their difficulty in 
securing health care almost as 
critical as their housing plight in 

The “good” comes in the form of 
the comprehensive health system 
proposed by the Cleveland Depart- 
ment of Health and Welfare, calling 
for a $24 million a year health 
Program capable of providing ser- 
vices to over 100.000 such residents 
yearly. 

The- plan..according to Dr. Jack 
C. Robinson, City Health Director 
was not structured imhastein the af- 
termath of the refusa! of a doctor to 
treat an inner city woman after a 
controversy over..a_$30 fee. but 
resuted from a careful and realistic 
look at the plight of Cleveland's 


_ lower income and indigent famihes. 


The plan envisions the establish- 
ment of 80 satellite health centers 
or Mini Health Clinics to serve as 
primary care units, the centers to 


be stragetically located throughout 
the city and staffed by a nurse prac- 
titioner or physican assistant. plus a 
small clerical staff. The Clinics 
would be open five days a week for 
nine hours each day- Serious cases 
requiring 2. physician would be 
referred by the clinic to specified 
Goctors. 
= 

The abolition of the old “city doc- 
tor” system, and the demonstrated 
inability of the Cleveland Medical 
Academy to recruit physicians who 
will make house calls in the inner 
city, can be answered by this com- 
mon sense arrangement. . 

The plan already has the full en- 
dorsement of Mayor Perk, and is 
presently awaiting budgetary ap- 
Prova! by City Council! 

Lets not let this important 
legisiation—be delayed by un- 
necessary hearings and oratorical 
effusions on Monday: night. =

Every once in awhile, something hap- 
pens in the Ohio Legislature that gives 
credence to a sermon this column star- 
ted preaching almost 30 years ago. 
That is, the importance of blacks 
holding seats in the State Legislature. 

Although the interest of blacks is 
reflected almost daily during every 
session of the Legislature, last week, 
however, Rep. C.J. McLin (O0-Dayton), 
announced a pian that could cut black 
financial jnstitutions in on a hefty slice 
of the pie doled out by the state to 
white banks, 

McLin said he js toying with,the idea 
of presenting legislation to compel the 
State Treasurer to earmark 10 percent 
of the state’s “active” bank account in 
black-owned banks. 

In advancing the unique notion, he 
conceded that if successful in his ef- 
fort, it would mean a healthy windfall 
for the Unity State Bank in his 
hometown of Dayton. It is the only 
black bank in Ohio. - 

Such a policy, McLin maintains, 
would eventually give stimulus to the 
development of other black-owned 
banks in the state. This would also 
stimulate credit and financing for other 
type of black-owned businesses in 
Dayton, he points out. 

Right now, McLin says. his primary 
concem is that the State of Ohio, out-- 
side of probably a few liquor depart- 
ments accounts, doesn't have one cent 
in a black bank. . 

To let the people know that he's not 
talking about “peanut change,” McLin 
points out that the treasurer has $84- 
million deposited in non-interest “ac- 
tive’-accounts, with all but $9.6 million 
of that amount in five Columbus banks 
which process most state warrants. 

The $9.6-million deposited in 13 out- 
of-town banks is distributed annually 
on the basis of the number of warrants 
each bank processes. A 10 per cent 

» slice of the total-$84 million would give 
Unity Bank, organized about five years 
ago, almost as much cash as the 13

One measure calls for sepeal of the 
law’ prohibiting the sale of liquor on 
election day. The other would allow the 
Liquor-Contro! Gommission to provide 
for giving away certain food items in 
connection with liquor sales. Both bills 
are now in the House Reference Com- 
mittee, which assigns bills to standing 
committees for public hearings. 

in another legistative action last 
week, Republican lawmakers, obviously 
mindful of the 1974 gubernatorial elec- 
tion, blocked a Democract's plan to 
shift the burden of paying a bonus to 
Veitnam Veterans to homeowners. The 
proposal, as anproved by the House, 
called for a property tax increase to 
cover the proposed $500 plus bonus for 
the boys who. served in the Vietnam 
War. 

Senate Republicans, however, 
refused to go along with this load of 
political dynamite and when the dif- 
ferences could not be ironed out by a 
conference committee, the bill was held 
up past the deadline required for it to 
appear on the primary election in May. 
Plans are now to place the con- 
stitutional issue on the ballot for a vote 
at the November election. 

But with Republicans controlling the 
Senate, although by a scant one vote 
(17 to 16), it's a pretty safe bet that the 
property tax provision will not be con- 
tained in the bill when it leaves the 
Senate. eee

What has happened and, what is 
happening to the Negro community? 

These questions gre important now 
because there seem to be indications of 


a change in the course of the civil 


rights movement, 

The indicated change is an om- 
nious one because of the source from 
which it is emanating. The lull on the 
part of Negroes in pushing civil rights 
measures, is being seized upon by anti- 
Negro. forces in this country as an op- 
portunity to appreciably slow down the 
progress of the civil rights movement. 
or to sidetrack as many of its projects 
as possible. 

The fury of the while backlash 


rested in.1972. It took some time for-it — 


to coalesce, but, under the constant 
hammering of George Wallace, and the 
fanning of the school bus issue in the 
North into a racial confrontation, the 
hitherto silent racist element finally 
came alive at the ballot box last year: 

It is obvious that this 1972 vote has 
scared many politicians into immobility. 
In an appearance last Wednesday, on 
the Today TV program, Vernon Jordan, 
Executive Secretary of the National Ur- 
ban League, stated, that the big 
problem today is the changed attitude 
of the hitherto northern white liberals. 
He observed that as long as the civil 
rights fight centered in the South, these 
liberals gave Negroes their support. 

However, once the housing and 
schoo! bus issues Crossed the Mason- 
Dixon line, the whites in Detroit, Pon- 
tiac, Brooklyn, etc., were no different 
than the whites in Little Rock, Selma, 
Jackson or Birmingham.. . 

These changes in. attitudes by 
whites, necessitates a change in 
strategy by Negroes to meet the new 
situation, As yet, it is not discernable 
that many Negroes dre even conscious 
of these changes. Middile-class 
Negroes, smug in their new affluence, 
sense no danger to their status. Social 
affairs are more largely attended and, 
are more lavish, while at the same time, 
membership in the NAACP, the Urban 
League, SCLC and other. kindred 
organizations, is reaching new lows. 

In the meantime, those Blacks who 
were. the beneficiaries of the bribery 
Programs of the sixties, are now 
emerging with a heart full of hurt and a 
fist full of hate. Those youths who have 
deluded themselves into believing that 
their ,outlandish display of exotic 
clothes and hair styles were sufficient 
to win them college degrees and ac- 
ceptance in the job market, are now fin- 
ding out how false and misleading their 
premise is.

For the fourth time in three years, the 
U.S, Commission on Civil Rights has 
strongly criticized President Nixon for 
his laxity in leading the nation toward 
full, equality of opportunity. The com- 
mission report, noting that previous ad- 
ministrations have been led by 
Presidents who gave strong support to 
equal opportunity statutes, charged 


~that.many.of the agencies set up to en- 


force the statutes had dragged their 
feet. 

The report bolsters the conclusion of 
many that whatever strides towards full 
employment opportunity for minority 
citizens is going to have to be mounted 
by private industry, and only then when 
industfial leaders are moved to act in 
their own self interest. 


Foremost among the private industry 
groups working effectively in the area 
of equal jobs opportunity is the 
National Alliance of Businessmen, 
whose Cleveland affiliate, the 
Metropolitan Cleveland Jobs Council 
kicked off its new jobs campaign at a 
luncheon Monday that attracted 1,000 
business, labor, and civic leaders to 
hear Richard C. Gerstenberg, National 
Alliance Chairman, and Chief Executive 
Officer of the General Motors Cor- 
poration. 


Through the efforts of the Alliance, 
many private industrial firms have tried 
to show increased response on the em- 
ployment front. Some have hired 
Negroes who were already qualified, 
and others have tried to open up op- 
portunities for minority workers and the 


handicapped.

School. Under Fire 


Does schooling matter? A team otf 
researchers from Harvard headed by 
author Christopher Jencks answers 
“no.” In a study called Inequality: A 
Reassessment of the Effect of Family 
and Schooling in America, they claim 
that schools are “marginal institutions” 
that have little measurable effect on 
Students’ future incomes or on equality 
in our society ; 

Despite tables of statistics and page 


after page of analyses of previous» 


Studies, their work is tlawed and their 
conclusion about the value of 
education is wrong, 

Although the study's authors deplore 
it, their work is being used as an ex- 
Ccuse to cul maney for education, end 
desegregation and generally 
downgrade the schools, What ‘their 
study has done is provide an excuse for 
people to act against education and an 
integrated society. People who may not 
have had the courage to come into the 
open before now do so, pointing to this 
academic study to give their claims 
respectability. 

Social scientists have already poin- 
ted out many of the technical flaws_in. 
inequality. |t uses a variety of studies 
but ignores others; it relies heavily on 
Previous studies whose methodology 
have been proven faulty; it bases 
sweeping clayms on schools’ ef- 
fectiveness on existing inferior school 
situations, and it uses tentative data on 
reform programs still in progress or 
never adequately implemented. 

The thesis that educational reform 
cannot bring about economic or social 
equality is a challenging one, but the 
case is not proven. in fact, there is no 
feed for a bundle of statistics to prove 
that the more schooling a person has; 
the better off he will be. 

The Census Bureau reports that a 
man who completes less_than_eight 
~~Yyears of schoo! will make $189,000 over 
the course of a working lifetime, but a 
college graduate will make $587,000. 

The use to which his study has been 
put by anti-education propagandists 
has alarmed even the report's authors. 
in a New York Times’ article, Jencks 
recently wrote:

educational expenditures and aban- 
donning efforts at desegregation. ... they 
have seized on our report to justify 
what they wanted to do.anyway.’ And 
jhe asserts: “But the fact remains that 
“American schools badly need im. 
provement and this effort ought to con- 
tinue,” 

In the study itself, Jencks claims that 
while desegregation makes no impact 
on equality of income or education, a 
claim that can’t be supported by 
existing data, it is important if our 
society is to- reduce the extent of 
Inequality. ‘So"it"is tragic’ that this very 
work is being used to — retard 
desegregation, . 

Jencks and his colleagues rightly call 
for deep changes in our economic 
structures to -bring about economic” 
equality, but few people will be’pushing 
this. In fact, the very interests that 
reject this conclusion are the ones who 
will demand school cutbacks based on 
the rest of his’ book. 

By constructing a house of cards that 
deals with the role of schools as they 
were and not as they could be in their 
potential role aS a Corrective to the 
malfunctioning of other institutions, the 
study deals 4 particularly heavy blow to 
black children. It totally. refuses to 
recognize that for blacks, education is 
indispensable to success in life. Black 
children simply do not have the same 
options as white kids, and anything that 
weakens public schools séts back 
black people, too. 

The whole study is permeated with a 
defeatist attitude that can only frustrate 
those who daily fight for better schools 
and a more equal society. It denies, 
without factual basis, the equalizing 
roles schools have. played -for other 
groups and for disadvantaged citizens. 


And it provides aid and.comtort-te-the- 
enemies of minority progress and 
public education. Its current popularity, 
and the uses to which it is being put -- 
against the wishes of its authors -- 
make the Jencks study a typical 
product of the 1970s' backlash against 
progress, and a tool in the hands of the 
enemies. of that very equality Jencks 
and his colleagues believe is so 
necessary. 


programs are exact copies of white in- 
stitutions; yes, the very institutions 
which oppress us are our example of 
behavior which we religiously and un- 
critically follow. , 

Very little has anything to. do with 
struggle against oppression. ,Most ‘of 
what we do is imitating or “outdoing” 
white society's organizations. It's either 
“superbad," “super cool’, or “super- 
fly.” Nothing is original or creative; It is 
simply a superimposition upon white 
society. It's “getting over’; not, 
changing over to a new way of life - a 
unique system of behavior and values 
towards survival and stability. 

Just think for a moment of the sub- 
missive nature of black life. This is best 
understood in the escapism of the 
black community. We resort to escapist 
methods from the crudest forms of drug 
addiction to the sophisticated forms of 
elitism and-intellectual-snobbishness: 


Just think for a moment of the depen- 


dent nature of the black community. We 

depend on “mama,” “Jesus” and the 

federal government. 

“Jesus, let me to thy bosom fly’: 
Inftagine-Jesusbeing described with-a 
bosom. It sounds like he's a ‘punk.’ 
Anyway, Jesus. is like a mother - a 
mama. Jesus is “all the world toyne” - 
is another slogan. “Precious Lord, take 
my hand." It again sounds like, “mama, 
take my hand." We believe in Jesus as 
» a “mother” not a revolutionary leader, 
' leading black people towards 

liberation.

Black POW’S: Alive and Free? 


By ANDREA L. TAYLOR 
The release of the first prisoners of 
war each week has momentarily 


. aroused the emotions of the American 


people, Their homecoming helps to 
relieve part of the public frustration 


. which developed during the long war in 


Vietnam. 

In the weeks and months ahead, the 
‘prisoners however, face tremendous 
emotional and psychological read- 
justments to freedom. Some of these 
men have.been held captive for-nearly 
eight years and now they must adapt to 
the political and social environment 
which prevails. 

Among the 592 military and civilian 
personnel to be released, there are 
several blacks for whom the situation 
could be even more aggravated. 


When a black man, Staff Sergeant 
(S/Sgt.) James E, Jackson, Jr. was 


released back in November 1967 after . 


18 months as a prisoner of the. Viet 
Cong he indicated that the race 
situation in the United States was used 
as 4-means of applying pressyre. “I 
heard constant news about the ‘black 
revolution’ in the United States... but 
the whole thing was blown far out of 
proportion as it was presented to me,” 
Jackson recalls. 


tt is quite likely that the “black 
soldiers now being released have also 
been given carefully selected in- 
formation about the black struggle and 
that their expectations do not resemble 
reality. 


A brief look backward at the events 
which were taking place during their 
years of confinement will be revealing, 
though often bewildering. 


The assassination of Martin Luther 
King, Jr. and the death of the non- 
violent protest movement signaled an 
end of an era. The ‘Great Society’ ~ a 
grab bag of transitory solutions to 
massive health, education and welfare 
problems was introduced to placate the 
decaying urban centers which had 
fostered the riots. Stokely Carmichael 
and Black Power came and went. There 
was the Angela Davis trial, the 
emergence of the Congressional! Black 
Caucus and a host of other important 
events affecting blacks. 


tinue their dispute about tactics -- 
though it is quieter now, and white 
liberals have tumed their attentions to 
ecology and the environment, women’s 
“liberation afd changing social mores. 


A black POW receiving these events 
would hope that perhaps a better 
system of dealing with problems had 
been achieved and that the grim predic- 
tions of the Kerner Commission in 1968 

‘have not been realized. 


Yet when he retums to his community 
he will be confronted with high unem- 
ployment, rising crime rates, separate 
and unequal education and inadequate 
housing. Tragically, one or more ot 
these phenomenon may affect him very 
personally. 

In addition, a survey conducted by 
Louis Harris shortly after the presiden- 
tial election in November revealed that 


in terms of political inclinations and in 
their outlook about America, 
polarization between blacks and whites 
has ‘rarely been so great in modern 
times.

The Defense Department has said it 
will make a concerted effort to assist 
the prisoners during their period of 
transition, but it is not within their 
power to solve-all the real problems: 
which will face the black POWS. 

It would be heartening if the 
presidentiat-leadership: whictr tas” ac- 
complished the Vietnamese peace 
would finally begin to direct the nation 
toward solving domestic problems in 
general and racism-in. particular.

State and national activities 
on behalf of the 1,041,348 
poor in Ohio have been laun- 
ched by the Ohio Association 
of Community Action Agen- 
cies (OACAA), according to 
Bennett Stewart, executive 
director of the statewide 
association of waron poverty 
agencies. 

OACAA is a federation of 
citizen participation units, 
board members and staff 
members of the 48 com- 
munity action agencies in 
Ohio. The 48 agencies serve 
as the command posts in the 
federal government's war on 
poverty. The agencies face 
severe. cutbacks and/or 
elimination as a result of the 
tederal government's 
proposed budget which 
provides no funds for such 
agencies after June 30, 1973. 

Stewart said that OACAA 
has submitted a proposal for 
$12 million to the finance 
committee of the Ohio House 
of Representatives to obtain 
revenue sharing funds to 
keep fighting the war on 
poverty in Ohio. 

“We are following the ad- 
ministration’s -directives to 
seek local and state revenue 
sharing funds,” Stewart said. 
“There is a definite respon- 
sibility on the part of the state 
to address itself to the needs 
of the poor. Community ac- 
tion agencies’ have an out- 
standing record of being able 
to reach and serve the poor 
that are not always served by 
traditional, bureaucratic 
social service. agencies" 

Stewart pointed out that in 
the last session of Congress 
a -two- year enabling 
legislation was passed that 
would insure funds being 

_available for community ac- 
tion agencies through fiscal 
year 1974.
